Grafton. 

Grafton  is  about  twelve  miles  east  of  Troy,  N.Y.  not  far 
f tom  the  Vermont  border.  Much  of  the  land  is  ston#  and  unpro¬ 
ductive.  Part  of  the  old  Jphn  Phillips  farm  is  now  included  in 
the  State  Forest  Reserve. 

Rensselaer  County  was  set  off  from  Albany  County  in  1791.- 
Stephentown  in  1790  included  a  large  part  of  the  present  Rensse¬ 
laer  County.  Grafton  beaame  a  separate  town  in  1806. 

Syl.  Hist.  Page  546,  says,  "Grafton  was  probably  not  settled 
until  after  the  Revolution.  Few  if  any  inhabitants  in  the  pres¬ 
ent  limits  of  Grafton  down  to  1775.  Soon  after  peace  was  restor¬ 
ed  in  1783,  many  persons  whose  families  had  been  reduced  to  pov¬ 
erty  found  it  necessary  to  emigrate."

Elizabeth  Chase  Phillips 

John  Phillips  married,  probably  about  1779  or  1780,  Elizabeth

The  Will  of  John  Phillips 

John  Phillips  wrote  his  Will  Aug.  31,  1832,  the  witnesses  be¬ 
ing  Daniel  Hills  Jur .  of  Grafton  and  Elizabeth  Mills  of  Grafton. 

It  was  submitted  for  probat e;?. June  22,  1855,  before  Job  Pierson, 

Surrogate. 

"Tallman  Phillips  appeared  and  objected.  At  his  request  the 
Hearing  was  postponed  to  July  20,  1835,  then  adjourned  to  July  27, 
1835**at  which  day  witnesses  produced  by  the  respective  parties 
were  severally  sworn**and  examined*  touching  the  sanity  of  the  said 
Testator  and  the  validity  of  the  sa.id  Will  by  hhich  testimony  it 
appeared  to  the  said  Surrogate  that  the  said  Testator  at  the  time 
of  the  execution  of  the  said  Will  was  of  sound  mind  and  memory  and 
competent  in  all  respects  to  make  a  Will."  Prob.  Rec. 

The  Executors  were  Daniel  Mills  and  Russell  Broughton.  They 
presented  their  report  to  the  Sufrogate,  giving  a  complete  list  of 


.  wo b  aot\ fvrO  1 
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all  heirs,  including  the  grandchildren  of  John,  children  of  Be;.j 
Benjamin,  John,  Jr.  and  Hannah,  all  deceased.  All  heirs  have 
ippg'  been  officially  notified.  The  report  is  of  much  interest, 

showing  all  the  names  and  residence  of  each.  Of  the  fourteen 
%  children,  three  were  dead,  sixhwere  living  in  other  counties 
'  in  New  York  State,  five  were  still  living  in  Rensselaer  Oounty. 

The  Will  bequeathed  One  Dollar  to  each  of  the  children  ex¬ 
cept  Isaac  who  was  to  receive  Fifty  Dollars  after  four  years,  all 
personnVproperty  and  Two  Hundred  Dollars  to  his  widow  Nancy,  and 
all  real  estate  to  his  grandson,  John  Broughton. 

Tallman,  the  youngest  son,  tried  to  prove  the  father  insane.

Summary . 

From  all  the  above,  it  appears  that  John  Phillips  was  one 
of  nine  Phillips  men  listed  as  heads  of  Families  in  Stephentown 
in  1790.  He  is  listed  as  John  Phillips,  Junior,  which  may  in¬ 
dicate  that  the  other  John  Phillips  was  his  father.  He  was  pro¬ 
bably  a  brother  of  one  Of  the  Thomas  Phillips’s.  George  Phillips, 
nephew  of  John  in  1835  must  have  been  a  son  of  Thomas  or  some  o- 
ther  brother  of  John.  ,  , 

John  died  in  1835,  aged  80,  and  was  therefore  born  about 
1755.  At  least,  one  of  the  Thomas  Phillips’s  had  been  born  in 
Rhode  Island  as  had  several  other  persons  in  the  neighborhood, 
Oomstoclc,  Chase,  Greene,  and  other  families.  It  is  probable  that 
John  was  a.  son  of  John,  a  brother  of  one  Thomas  and  perhaps  others 
of  the  Phillips  men.

In  the  Surrogate’s  office  at  Troy,  Phebe  Phillips  on  Feb.  2, 
1842  asks  for  freeholders  to  make  an  admeasurement  of  land.
